scarlet-conted Pensioners have become part of London’s pride and‘occupy

50 years after her death, 
and must be attributed to 
an imaginative hack.

MOSLE 


CAIRO, Oct. 22. 
ODA YY, October 22, 
is. im the Moslem 
calendar the 10th day 
of the month of Moharran. 
It is the day of. mourning 
for millions of Shiah 
Moslems. The Shinh Mos- 
lems are one of the great 
divisions into which Islam 
s-divided:"They-broke—aw 
a few years after the death 
of the Prophet as the result 
of a battle fought in the 
-year G40 at Kerbela, which 
is about 100 miles South- 
west of Baghdad. 


It ts the result of this battle 
which they still lament during 
the ten days of the month of 
Moharran, the grief rising too 
fanatle climax tonight. 


The sound of the breast beat- 
ing carries for miles On a 
still night. If you are out of the 
town, you can hear tht flail of 
hundreds of chain scourges upon 
bare backs. It is the night of 
the 10th of Moharran, when the 
Shinhs mourn thelr slain leaders, 
Alf ond Hussein, ond recall 
symbolically the tragic in- 
eldents of that stricken field at 
Kerbeln thirteen centuries ago. 


The Inst ten days these 
mourning; Moslems, discarding 
their normal = while garments, 
have been going aboul dressed 
tn black. Night after night 
they have gathered in the 
mosques, listening to the recital 
of woe. Tonight they assemble 
In great processions, 


Little Groups 


HIE men are in litle groups 

of 20 or 25, cach group with It; 
group leader. Some are stripped 
to the waist: others hnve holes 
cut in the back of thelr black 
robes, exposing the shoulder 
blades, Already you can sce 
that all of them are ina state of 
high exaltation, which makes it 
advisable to the non-belicver to 
watch from behind curtains. Not 
a woman is to be seen, although 
you can hear their chrill ulula- 
tons from the darkened 
windows. 


The procession comes along ut 
a gnall’s pace, for every now and 
ugain itis held up by the groups 
of men breaking from the march 
to form ‘into circles, exch mon 
with his Ieft arm around nis 
nelghbour’s shoulders, with the 
group Icader in the middle of 
the ring. ‘They chant dirges for 
their lost leaders, and at cach 
cry of “Ali!  Husselni’ beat 
thelr left breast, with the palin 
of thelr right hand in wnison. 


With hundred oof — men 
doing this | slmullancously, the 
sound travels for quite rnercedible 
distances. They deliver the 
blows with thelr full force, and 
hefore long the breast fs 
lacerated and bleeding. 


The groups of men with their 
hurments cut to expose = the 
shoulder blades are the chain 
flagellants. Led by their group 
Jenders, they also chant dirges, 
ht 
Hussein!" they swing their chain 
bcaurge over thelr shoulders 
right and left alternately, and 
it falls heavily on-their backs. 
The scourge they usehas ahandle 
about nine or ten Inches long 
wilh a chain like a cat-o'-ninc- 
tails. This instrument very s00n 
draws biood, and as the 
procession passes through the 
town, taking mostof the night 
to do so, many of the devotces 
drop out through fainting and 
exhaustion. They are succoured 
by the crowds with water and 
herbs and soon take thelr place 
in the processfon again. . 


The Camel 


HEN comes a series of sym- 

bolic represeniations of the 
Incidents of the battle; for 
instance, the riderless comel. In 
tome towns this camel ds re- 
presented by a horse with an 
imitation hump harnessed to its 
back. The aniinal, camel or 
horse, Ix led by two men, and 
ht represent: the camel] ridden 
by one of the leaders who lost 
his life, Then comes the horse 
or enamel carrylug an cnormous 
Htter which sways perilously as 
the animel paces along. This is 
mide entirely of glass with 
gilt supports at the four corners. 
Inside this structure {is a bed. 
One of the Jost leaders was to 
have beer marricd on the day of 
the battle ond this represents the 
bridal bed which he never Oc- 
cupied, 


Then comes a grotesque figure, 
mounted. It Is a devotee with 
face painted white, wearing 
dock glasses and a sun helmet. 
Legend has it that a European 
was in the nelghbourhcod on the 
day of the battle, and when he 
suw the plight of the Httle army 
of Ali and Husseln, he joined in 
the fray on thelr side, but was 
liilted. The grotesque figure we 
see jn the procession is known 
as the Farrengi of Frank, whose 
heroic he3p hes thus been com- 
memorated every year down the 
centuries by the grateful Shiahs. 

Then comes the grisliest part 
of the prim procession. More 
froups of men’ come along, this 
time clnd in white from head 
to foot. Those are the sword 
men. Ag they form circles, like 
the others, ‘they chant = their

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monotonous dirges, and at the 
words “Ali, Hussein” they bring 
thelr sword's edge down against 
their foreheads, but without 
ever touching them. 


By about an hour or so before 
dawn, the procession has made 
its way to the biggest mosque 
of the town, and thore they Ilsten 
to highly emotional sermons, 
und the fanaticism rises to 

. fervour pitch. The hoarse 


beating and the flagellation be- 
come more violent, and the men 
with the swords get more and 
more beside themselves, It Js, 
literally, on ccstasy of self 
torture. : 

At last, when the watcher on 
the minaret shouts that dawn 
hos come, the fanatical frenzy 
rises to tls climax. The sclf 
tmmolation gets more and more 
inaistent, andas the lMght breaks, 
the sword men, undble to
